THE LATEST.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21—Midnight.— 
Tbere is no marked change in the President's 
condition. He is having fitful naps of half an 
hour each, when he is awakened by the phlegm 
in histhroat. He has swallowed a little water 
since the evening bulletin and retained it. No 
attempt will be made to administer food by the 
mouth until morning. The giandular swell- 
ing has not increased in size, but it 
has undergone a marked change. It has grown 
harder, and seems to be preparing to break and 
suppurate. This shows that the gathering is not 
yielding to treatment, and t suppurating is 
feared. The worst results apprebended in 
the event of the suppuration of thig swelling. It 
is feared that the poison might affect the brain. 

Dr. Boynton is of opinion that the President 
bas been suffering from septicamia for ten 
days, and that to-morrow, the eleventh day, is 
the crisis.

At this hour the President seems to be sicep- 
ing, and bis sleep is a little better than it was 
last nigbt, which is ascribed to the relief of the 
stomach, in that it has*rejected the accumula- 
tion of phiegm.

DR. Weyburn, 

during the course of an interview at a late hour 
to-night, said the patient bad taken water this 
evening and retained it. He did not think the 
inflamed giand was any more serious to-night 
than it had been, and he attributed the vomit- 
ing to the secretions of phiegm in the back part 
of the throat. 

** So long as there is no gastric disturbance in 
the stomach.“ the Doctor added, there is noth- 
ing to occasion alarm.“ 

He admitted they were extremely anxious this 
afternoon when the vomiting occurred, fearing 
as they did at first that the stomach had again 
rebelled. 

The Doctor was asked if the President had 
septicemia, which question he did not auswer 
directly, but said it might be possibie, inasmuch 
as all patients suffering from serious wounds 
such as the President had received, or low 
fevers, were more or less liable to be affected 
by septicemia.

THE PATIENT. 
THE PHYSICIANS ANXIOUS, 

= Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinator, D. C., Aug. 21.—It bas been a 
very anxious day, and it is difficult to find any 
reason upon which to base a hope. Tbere are 
some who lightly talk of the new symptom which 
appeared this evening,—vomiting,—whigh has 
made it necessary once more to discontinue the 
use of food by the natural method, and to 
abandon the stomach, but the attending sur- 
geons in the case do not treat the matter light- 
ly. One of them, whose name is rarely men- 
ticned in the public prints, and whose medical 
reputation and expericuce surpass those of all 
the rest, said this evening sadly to a 
friend that tne case was very, very critical; that 
last week, when it was supposed that the system 


‘had to support the drainage of but four inches 


of wound, the loss of the stomach was regarded 
as a very serious thing, but to-night there is no 
stomach, and there are at least nine and one 
half inches of wound to Urain, and it is not 
known bow much more. The stomach is very 
greatly needed. 


THIS PWENING’S BULLETIN 
announces that nourishment by enema will 
be more frequently administered; but what if 
the organs by which the nourishing enemata 
are administered should fail? At one time last 
week there was such a failure,—a loosening of 
the bowels having rejected the enema before its 
contents could be absorbed. Since that time, 
although no mention of it has been made in 
the bulletins, and the use of morphine has been 
denied by some of the surgeons, it is stated 
upon most credible authority that opium has 
been administered with every enetha, and the 
bowels strerzthened, it is supposed, thereby to 
retain the necessary food to maintain life. 

The morning bulietin to-day gave no ground 
for encouragement. It showed that the Presi- 
dent had passed 


A RESTLESS NIGHT, 
and, while the conditions of the pulse and temper- 
ature were nosaaterially changed, the surgeons 
did not say that the President was better or that 
he was worse. It was learned that he was rest- 
less during the night, although the bulletin said 
that he had had sufficient sleep. as if any sleep 
could be sufficient for that poor patient which 
was not long. quiet, and undisturbed. But it is 
known that the President did not and cannot 
sleep moro than fifteen or twenty minutes at one 
time, because of tbe fact that his throat fills 
up with phlegm from the swollen gland, which 
has not disappeared or been materialivy re- 
duced. The pressure about the throat, and 
mouth, and heaa is uncomfortable, d the 
phiegm comes so frequently that the sident 
is not allowed peace for a ionger period than 
Sprenty minutes, but is seized with that 
TERRIBLE TICKLING IN THE THROAT 
that causes nausea and forces retching. The 
noon bulletin showed that the President was 
about the same, with a somewhat higher pulse, 
and the temperature incr®ased by a de- 
gree. The night bulletin, however, 
showed that the President had vomited 
twice during the afternoon; that it 
had become necessary to Miscontluue feeding 
him. by the mouth, that more frequent recourse 
would be had to the nourishing injections, and 
that the temperature had begun to fall. Mean- 
while there had been no change in the glandular 
swelling in the neck, although the bulletin an- 
nounced that it was painicss. No reason was 
assigned for the vomiting, or for the discon- 
tinuance of the use of food in the stomach; but 
Dr. Bliss privately gave information which it 
would seem met certainly ought to have been 
embraced in the bulletin. He said that 
THE VOMITING WAS CAUSED ENTIRELY BY 
PHLEGM, 

and was not due to any gastric disturbance, but 
that it was thought wise to discontinue putting 
any foad in the stomach lest the hacking and 
tendency to vomit might create additional irri- 
tation in the stomach. 

There undoubtedly is a good deal in Dr. 


Bliss’ expianation, as the phlegm is so great in 


quantity and the President is obliged to relieve 
himself of it se frequently that it could occasion 
the vomiting without any gastric disturbance. 
Still, whatever may be the explanation, the fact 
is that it has been found necessary to keep 
food out of the stomach; but the physicians dur- 


“ing the past week have contended that their 


MAIN HOPE LAY IN THE STOMACH. 
That was when they supposed that they had loss 
than four inches of wound jo drain besides sup- 
porting the system, and now there is more than 
a foot ot wound. It is difficulttoobtain any 
news from the sick-room beyond that which is 
given in the official bulletins, but it is stated 
upon an authority which in every stage of the 
casé hitherto bas been unerring that last night 
and the night before the President was de- 
lirious, and that during a portion of yesterday 
or.of the day before his mindin the daytime 
was somewhat clouded. Upon awakening it 
takes him some minutes to pick up the threads 
of consciousness, and before going to sicep bis 
mind wanders.

A SERIOUS DIFFICULTY. 

Some of the army and navy surgeons who 
were originally in the case, and who have been 
visited to-night, say that the evening bulletin 
has given them more apprehension thun any 
that bas preceded it. They greatly fear that the 
vomitings will not be sufficiently reinforced to 
give the President the necessary strength to re- 
cover, particul@ly in view of the fact that the 
gystem is now to be subjected to the demands 
that will be made upon it by a wound morc than 
a toot in length. 

Secretary Lincoln, who was at the White 
House this evening, before he had secn the 
evening bulletin said that he felt very much 
discouraged. He had seen the physiciuns about 
noon, but was unable to obtain from them any 
assurance upon which he could base a reasona- 
bie hope.

Continulug the conversation, the Doctor said 
in substance: “If the irritation of the parotid 
gtand passes away without suppuration he will 
feel much relieved.’* He thinks the patient is 
taking sufficient nourishment to build upon, 
and, barring further complications, he consid- 
ers the outlook as a little more encouraging. 

The Doctor was asked if it was not a well- 
established theory that ‘when irritation pre- 
Sented itself in the form of a swelling relief 
always follows suppuration. 

He admitted that such was ordinarily the 
case, “but in the President’s condition,” said 
he,.“suppuration is not desired because of 
possible injury which might follow.” 

“What is 
from the suppuration of the gland? was then 
asked. 

In replying, the Doctor said it is impossible to 
say where it would end should suppuration en- 
sue; that it would be possible for inflammation 
to extend to the interior of the ear and destroy 
thut organ; that it might seriously affect the 
bones of the face in the vicinity of the 
irritation; and, further than this, that there 
would be danger of the impure matter which is 
gathered about the giand penetrating the bralu: 
nd, in additon to these risks, it would be a con- 
siderable tax on the little strength the President 
has left. The Doctor considered the glandular 
complication the most serious feature of the 
case at the present time. 

DR. WOODWARD 
expressed the opinion as he left the Mansion 
about 2 p. m. that the President was doing as 
well as could be expected. 

Another of ttending surgeons informed a 
friend during the afternoon that he viewed the 
case in a more hopeful light to-day than he had 
for several days past. 

When asked what he thought about the giand- 
ular trouble, be said, while Be should have pre- 
ferred not to have met with that complication, 
he did not now consider it ot serious importance. 
This surgeon feared that the patient's stomach 
would not hold out, and said he considered that 
ihe most alarming feature in the case. 

The patient's bowels-are said to have been 
moved mote naturally and freely this muornmg 
than at any time before tora week past, which 
is considered an indication that his stomach is 
again working naturally. 

DR. BOYNTON 


said about half-past 9 o'clock to-night it was 
well to admit that this vomiting spell of the 
President might portray serious results: that, 
while it was doubtless true that severe cough- 
ing had | brought on vomiting, it might 
indicate pontinued weakness of the stom- 
ach, and that unless the President's 
stomach will admit of his taking nourishment 
into it from now on, the case would look des- 
perate. Boynton thought to-morrow would 
probably decide the case one way or the other. 
After Dr. Bliss admitted substantially that the 
condition of the case to-morrow would be like- 
ly to show whether the President can recover or 
not, he expressed bimself as feeling hopeful, 
but said the Presideut must be able to receive 
nourishment in a natural way if he is to re- 
cover. He believed to morrow would probably 
show a favorable turn, and if so there wouldbe 
ground for hope. If, on the contrary, the stom- 
uch should revolt against food, the case will look 


badly.

DEPRESSION IN WASHINGTOR.

Lliss says thut vomitm came about two hours 
after nourishment bad been taken into the 
stomach; that there was no nausea whatever, 
and all the evidence he says goes to show that 
* THE STOMACH PERFORMS ITS FUNCTIONS, 
and is comparatively free from irritability. He 
said that, although satisfied that the vomiting 
was caused by the mucous collections and the 
coughing, it had been decided to give the stom- 
ach a short rest, and that no nourishment will 
be put into it fora few hours; that enemata 
will be depended upon entirely to sustain the 
President uutil it is entirely safe to resume giv- 
ing food by the mouth; that as the stomach has 
bad this strain it is better not to risk irritating 
it any with food. He says this statement of the 
cause of vomiting was not included in the bul- 
letin because it woulld dave required too much 
explanation to make understood, and would 
bave extended the bui nto a lengthy docu- 
ment; that the doctors considered the advisa- 
bility of aking this 

EXPLANATION IN THE BULLETIN, 
but concluded to simply state the fact that 
vomiting had occurred. He says the first vomit- 
ing discharged the contents of the stomach, but 
the second expelled about tour ounces of bile, 
and thus cleaned the stomach out. 

The sweiling of the gland is bardened, and is 
preparing to suppurate. Surgeons think it will 
not be in condition to cut in less than tour or 
five days. The lust spell of vomiting was at 
5:15 o’ciock p. m., and up to 9:30 there had 
not been any more, so a message then received 
from one of the ductors said. Despite the ex- 
planations given ot the cause of vomiting, there 
is a general disposition bere to take a gloomy 
view of the case. The marked reticence of tbe 
surgeons and attendants of the President to- 
night tends to increase this feeling.

This, tue Finiay variety, origi- 
nated in a Western Oatariv County, and was in- 
troduced to limited cultivauen in this Province 
last year. Itis bald wheat, with red grain, 
white chaff, and stiff, but not heavy, straw. It 
isahard grainand makes excellent flour, and 
has also a heavy yield. He isso well satisfied 
with it that he has already secured over 
200 bushels, and wishes to take with 
him to Washington 40 or 500 busb- 
els. There is auother new Canadian 
variety known as the *Democrat.’ R ia a 
bearded wheat, but from what he has seen of it 
he does not attach much importance to it. He 
had also been seeking a neu varicty of winter 
barley, but had not succeeded. as winter barley 
grown here.

‘THE NEW FUEL. 


Impending Revolution in Motive 
Power—Sweeping Changes in the 
Railway Engine at the Grant Loco- 
motive Works. 

To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 19.—The novel development 
of the locomotive, or virtually, rather, of the 
railroad itself, and indeed of steam locomotion 
by land and sea,—which recent experiments and 
discoveries in generating tuel have initiated.— 
has its present centre of interest at the Grant 
Locomotive Works, in Paterson, N. J. Although 
the first locomotive specially adapted to the new 
fucl is so nearly completed that September will 
probably eee it on the road between New York 
and Chicago, and the great revolution practi- 
cally confi „still the demonstration is already 
so complete and of such unmeasurable im- 
portance that to withhold it for a formal “ open- 
ing would be more like official red-tape, or the 
husbanding of an advertising sensation, than 
like wide-awake independent journalism. I 
ha ve. therefore, waited only until the new ma- 
chine could be photographed in its substantial 
entirety on the shop floor before visiting the 
works at Paterson and introducing it to the 
public. 

The new locomotive, generating and — 
hydrogen gas from water by the Holland process, 
is now on its rotary legs (i. e., wheels), visible and 
complete in its substantial parts. Its jacket is 
off, however, and the workmen are still buey at 
the long process of heading in the 2,174 copper 
flues that give its interior the semblance of a 
number of church organs packed into one. This 
great number of lues for the passage of flame, 
etc., their small calibre and close proximity, are 
to be understood as not so much a peculiar 
necessity as a peculiar prerogative of the new 
fuel,—the most tenuous, mobile, and intensely 
calorific substance known. 

Copper has about twice the conductivity of 
iron, but is too soft for the flues of the anthra- 


cite-burning locomotive. The violent draft re- 
avired to make locomotive steam with anthra- 
cite coal drives a vontinual bail-storm ot sparks 
and burning coals through the flues, and would 
cut them up, if of copper, at an extravagant 
rate.

VERY SU ICCESSFUL. 


The Trades-Union Picnic at Ogden’s 
Grove. 

The best-conducted picnic of the season was 
held yesterday ut Ogden’s Grove under the man- 
agement of the Trade and Labor Assembly.

- ALLEGED REVOLUTION IN STEAM-POWER 


Some weeks ago Tun TRIBUNE printed 
accounts of an interesting series of experi- 
ments near New York in the production ot 
steam by the hydrogen flame,—that is, util- 
izing water for heat. While the results 
reached in these trials were said to be won- 


derful, it was claimed at the time by persons 


interested that their efforts were very much 
— by the want of appropriate appa- 
‘atus. They believed it to be possibie, with a 
locomotive constructed according to their 
ideas, teweffect a still further saving in fuel, 
and accomplish still more than they had 
been able to do with a coal-burning engine. 
It will be seen from a letter from Prof. 
Conant, printed in another column this 
morning, that a locomotive supposed to be 
exactly suited to exhibit the principle of the 
hydrogen flame is now being built at the 
Grant Locomotive Works in Paterson, N. J., 
and is so nearly completed that it will pypb- 
ably be dispatched on a trial trip between 
New York and Chicago during next month. 

The hydrogen locomotive will differ from 
the common coal-burners in having two fire- 
boxes. The preliminary process of com- 
bustion will take place in a lower compart- 
ment. ‘Thence the flame will be conducted 
through a great number of flues to an inner 
chamber where the peculiar process of sepa- 
rating the constituent elements of water and 
burning the hydrogen will take place. An- 
other novel feature of this locomotive wilt be 
that its flues will bq made of copper and have 
a djameier considerably smaller than the 
iron flues now commonly employed. (The 
great conductivity of copper as compared 
with iron is a fact well known to practical 
mechanics, —the difference is as two to one,— 
but the use of that material in the flues of 
eoal-burning locomotives has not been possi- 
ble, because the cinders thrown oft by the 
fire in the strong draft speedily cut the soft 
metal in pieces. The same objection 
will not apply in the hydrogen lo- 
comotive. No cinders are thrown. olf, 
and there can consequently be no process of 
attrition going on. Copper has the further 


| advantage of possessing a chemical antago- 


nism for the salts contained in water that or- 
dinarily produce scales, and there will be no 
clogging of the fues from this source and no 
loss of heat resulting therefrom in the im- 
proved apparatus.

SINKS OF CORRUPTION. 


Festering Spots in the Fourtéenth 
Ward. 

The recent fearful development of small- pox 
in the Fourteenth Ward, and the prevalence 
there to a large extent of zymotic diseases, led 
Ald. Hirsch to invite a TRIBUNE reporter to «0 
with him and look through the pest-ridden ward, 
and show to the satisfaction of the people that a 
radical sanitary reform was needed in this 
thickly inhabited and generally neglected dis- 
trict. By way of c preface it should be stated 
that a mass of filth has accumulated 
in the alleys of the Polish, Scandinavian, and 
Bohemian settlements of the ward, which have 
been allowed to rot and fester in the sun, and 
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send forth their malaria. to fill the air with dis- 


ease and death. The scavenger service of the 
ward is wholly inadequate, and Btreet and 
Health Departments are wholly ible for 
this neglect. To add to all this vicious and con- 
taminated air, there are numerous filtby and 
overcrowded cattie-pens in the ward, directly 
in the midst of the small-pox district, 
where there are no sewers, and the filth reeks 
and rots in the ditches and on the surface. In 
the northwest portion of the ward, right out on 
the open prairie, lie loads upon loads of night- 
soil, dropped and scattered over the ground by 
night scavengers who are too lazy to drive out 
to Harvey's dumps.

Bright on MReorganizing the 

Legislative Machine, 

From Smaller Letter. 

Loxpox. Aug. 7.—At the Lord Mayor’s dinner, 
Lord Hartington coneludedty an express dec- 
laration of his hope that during the recess Min- 
isters may be able to devise those reforms which 
are necessary to restore the House of Commons 
to its ancient efficiency. 

Then came a surprise. Mr. Bright was pres- 
ent, put was not to speak. This was an arrange- 
ment the guests of the evening did not under 
stand nor approve, and their calls fqr him con- 
tinued till de had no choice but to rise. It sel- 
dom happens that the ordered regularity of a 
public dinner in England is thus broken in upon. 
Probably the Lord Mayor, and still more the 
toast-master, were aghast a ch an invasion of 
precedent and ceremony. But a whoily im- 
promptu speech from Mr. Bright is not to be 
heard every day, there is reason to be grate- 
ful to those who insisted on it. Mr. Bright, like 
his colleagus, was fresh from the Cabiret coun- 
cii—almost as fresh. also, from the discreditable 
scene of last Wednesday in the House of C 
mons, when the auti- Bradlaughites shouted him 
down. He wee grits in the mood for freeing 
his mind—a m not unfrequent with bim 
and he struck the keynote of hiss h witha 
story of Mr. Cobden which was c cteristic 
enough of both men. Mr. en, to whom 
Mr. Bright refers affectionately as “my dear 
friend.“ was invited by one of his fellow-mem- 
bers at the end of a session to spend 
autumn in a yacht on the Medjterranean. 
This friend added that he would invite a 
few other members of the House, and 
would all have a good time, Mr 
answered that he bad seen so much of honor- 
able members during the session that he had no 
wish to see another for another six monthsago 
come. That is hardly an exordium to inspire an 
audience with a feelingof deep reverence for 
the House. Still less is this second and better 
story: 
wk good many years ago now Lord Palmers- 
ton made an extraordinary speech in the House 
of Commons when a vote of censure had been 
passed against him by the House of Lords in 
connection with one of those mistakes—one of 
the gbod many mistakes—which be made in his 
foreign policy. He spoke for four hours and 


forty minutes. Somebody said—I think it was 
Mr. rr from the end of 
one day to the dawn of next. e day atter 


that great speech I went to Mr. Leigh, who was 
then a clerk at the table of the House, and 
a very old man, and Isaidto him: How do you 
judge ot t speech of Lord Palmerston's as 
compared with the s hes of men whom we 
have been taught to lieve were the giants of 
the past generation?’ Mr. Leigh said: * I think 
not one of them ever made a speech equal to 
that. and after a pause he added: Rut in those 
days there were only half a dozen men in the 
House who could make a good speech, and there 
were not more than a dozen or two who could 
understand themen they did so.“ 

Nor did it help matters when Mr. Bright de- 
seribed the House asa 8 body which 
is considered historically td be an honorable 
body; padiog that it was beginning to be a little 
too old, and requir repairs of an extensive 
character: and which even in its youth 
and middle age had little to do except 
engage in faction fights.

tendance yesterday was very large, and, al- 
though tickets of admission had been issued, 
many were unable to tind seats.

And they bring unto Him one tbat was deaf, 
and had an impediment in his speech; and they 
beseech Him to put His hand upon hiin.

Ana straightway bis ears were opened, and 
the st of his tongue was loused, and be spoke 
piain.—St. Mark, vii., 32—35. 

We observed, be. said, that in performing 
these miracies our Lord Jad certain circum- 
stances of action that appeared to be entirely 
useless in the accomplishment of the object in 
view. To make this man speak and hear, it was 
not necessary to touch his ears or spit on bis 
tongue. The wish would be suthetent, as the 
same Omnipotence which created these organs 
could command them; but these external 
signs were always characteristic of the Lord's 
miracies. When He raised Lazarus He said: 
Lazarus. come forth.“ and He put life into the 
poor widow's sou. He went and touched the 
bier. When he preached God's Gospel to redeein 
u fallen race, He came among the people us a 
man, and did not prociaim the truth in thunder 
tones from Heaven throughout the worid. In 
everything the Almighty God appeared to man 


as man. 

This, the speaker thought, was a fitting intro- 
duotion to what ke nad to say to those before 
bim on thé opening of their new church, In 
putting their means together and working with 
their energetic tor, they had prayed that the 

would make their new houseof worship 
one of his agencies for saving souls on 
earth and a gateway to Heaven. The 
Lord used the church as a means 
to exert His heavenly power,and the pastors 
were His chosen nts to take away the sias of 
world, as His Father bad seut Him to take 
way the sins of the world, by universal re- 
demption. They were delegated to offer the 
signs of His death to sinners until He came to 
them again. Christ's work was to save souls 
through the church, and He gave the power uf 
imparti truth in ite purity to His teacbers on 
earth. This would endure forever, and these 
men to whom he had imparted tne Holy Spirit 
would be found in every age, and évery one of 
His principies would last as long as there wus 
an eternal God. It appeared so strange, in 
view of these truths, that so many had curs and 
would not hear,and that so many who were 
wise could not see what was necessary for their 
salvation. It was not looking at the cross and 
weeping, but what was wanting was the cry: 
I hear your voice and Qin ready to obey.”’ 

Since their good Lord in Heaven had been so 
kind as to bring them together in their new 
bouse of worship, under the teachings of God's 

agent,—their estimable Father,—they 
should endeavor to accept the teachings of the 
one through the other. Since their Savior had 
been so good as to allow them to raise this fine 
edifice to the glory of God, it must demonstrate 
to them t e was anxious for them to go to 
Heaven, as Hic. was for those whom He looked 
down upon as He was suspended between 
heaven and earth on the crossof Caivary. They 
should come to the church regularly and listen 
to the Word of God that was scattered so pro- 
fusely, and open for it a soit in their bearts, 
were the evil one could not gather it before it 
had taken root and flourished, and then they 
would find this church the beginning of a mighty 
river which would gather in themselves and 
their children from generation to generation, 
“until we all meet the Holy Ghost, our Re- 
deemer and our Great Mother, to live with them 
forever.”’ 

Before leaving the church Archbishop Feeban 
said he would like to say a few words to the con- 
sregation before they parted. He wished to con- 
gratulate them upon their beautiful new church, 

to commend their generosity and the ener- 
y of their good pastor, the Rev. Father E. J.

taking for his subject The Pope's Encyclical 
on the Divine Night of Kings and Bishops.“ His 
text was as follows:

But the Pope held that the 
power of a King, by an inherent neces- 
sity, should remain as sacred and unlim- 
ited as the power of a parent, and 
here camo the doctrine of absolute obedience 
to Kings, which the speaker thougbt absurd. 
Every monarch to-day had acquired by force or 
fraud his right to reign, and the Divine right 
of Kings was the right of an individual to enter 
another's family, drive away or kill the parents, 
and theu demand obedience from the children. 

Taking up the Pope's position in reference to 
the Divine autbority of the Church, the rever- 
end gentleman said the inference to be drawn 
was, that the Pope considered countries where 
the Church of Rome was repudiatcd as iu a state 
ot perturbation. It was a claim of that Caurch 
that it was unchangeable and the Pope infallible. 
yetit was rumored that Leo was considering bim- 
seif a sort of prisoner because stripped of some 
oft bis temporal power. if he believed in tne 
infallibility of his predecessors, it would there- 
fore seem that he meant temporal power when 
he was writing of the Divine authority of the 
Churen.“ 

The speaker then quoted from some of the 
Popes ot the — on this subject, and proceeded 
to consider Leo's charge that the Protestant 
Reformation was responsible for the excesses 
of the insane leaders of popular reform to-day. 
He regarded the charge as an attack upon the 
Protestant world, and a denial of the right of 
man to think and believe for Mimself,—a right 
which the Keformation forever secured,—and 
no one saw more plainly than the head of the 
Church of Kame that Protestantism was the 
deadly, uncompromising foe of kingcraft and 
priestcratt. He was right, however, in saying 
that the Reformation had been in antagouism 
to usurpers and tyrants; but it was unjust to 
tax it with the bloody crimes of a few ferocious, 
red-handed Nihilists. It would be no more 
absurd to charge Christianity with kindling the 
tires of Smithfield and inventing the tortures of 
the Inquisition. When be referred in his letter 
to “seditions and tumults” in the Old World, 
the speaker thought be had reference to the 
outrages and excesses of the French revolution, 
which led him to say that believers in the Divine 
rights of Kings and Bisbops had pointed to 
these very things as evidence of the pupish- 
ment God inflicts upon those who dare call that 
right in question, and to quote from Channing 
to show that the priest hood and throne, in one 
short nigut and day had shed more biood in 
France than was &Spilied by Jacobinism and all 
other forms of violence during the whole Revo- 
lution. 

The speaker concluded, from the cursory 
glance taken atthe letter, that the Pope hud 
put into the hands of a peopic groaning under 
the tyranny of despots,a weapon which, with 
the grace of God and the influence of enlight- 
ened public opinion athome and abroad, would 
tend to destroy all species of oppression. The 
better class of Nibilists could grasp the two- 
edged sword and wield it against the Powers 
with which they were contending, for it was 
clearly against every natural and Divine law 
that they should be made to suffer as they were. 
Those who do not favor the dagger, or pistol, or 
ussasination, but who believe in the right of the 
people to self-government, and the right to re- 
sort to lawful means to attain it, could cali upon 
the Pope and ask him to plead for them. whether 
belevers or ainbelievers, as Gregory XVI. bad 
plead for the Polish Catholics with the Czar 
Nicholas. ; 

From this he wert on to answer the Scriptural 
arguments of the Pope by quoting from Bishop 
Imola, who wrote in favor of a democratic form 
of government upon a time. It was against 
Imola that he was inconsistent, but be was less 
inconsistent than Leo was, acting as a pacificator 
between rulers and the ruled, when his prede- 
cessurs were the most noted disturbers of the 
peace of nations the world ever saw. He had 
deprecated ussasination, but his predecessors 
had granted absolution in advance to the mur- 
derers of Kings and Princes. Another inconsist- 
ency was seen in the Pope's pleading for the 
Divine right of Kings when bis posiuon is com- 
pared with that of other infallibies, and the 
speaker thought the self-incarcerated Leo had 
even now some grave doubts about the subject. 

In conclusion, the speaker dweit upon the 
power, which the common people in various 
countries possessed. He quoted Lord Brougham, 
who once said, in the English House of Lords: 
“Through this House, or over it, this Reform 
bill must pass.“ The English people had just 
said to that same Scuate: “Through this House, 
or over it, the Irish Land bill must pass,“ and 
Lords, temporal and spiritual, bad n com- 
pelled to obey. Our own country was the world's 


- representative of religious and political lib- 


erty. Its manifest destiny was to secure re- 
ublican rule for the whole American continent. 
Suropean monarchs co&ld never interfere 
again with its interests; European hierarchjes 
could not meddie wit® our institutions, nor 
balefully touch transform the 
measures we were ing for their preser- 
vation. Bishops and ardinals might be wel- 
come here, and the ope himself invited to 
transfer bis seat to our own salubrious city, but 
ai! must understand that to the sovereign will 
of the American people of all opinions and 
faiths must priest and Bishop, Cardinal and 
priest, bend the obedient knee. Many inteiligent 
Catholics were strongly opposed to the temporal 
power of the Pope, and would do all they could 
in the future to hinder its restoration, and be 
thougbt it never would be restored. With re- 
spect to it, it was written over the gates of the 
Vatican, as Dante wrote over the gates of the 
luferno, “Abandon hope, all ye that enter here.“ 
After paying a tribute to the great good the 
Catholic Church had done the worid, amid all 
the evil which bave flowed from it, he sketched 
that Church as be boped it would be in the-years 
to come—a church purified from error, holding 
all the grand truths of Christianity, becoming 
merged into the buman Catholic Church or the 
one Catholic Church, the Communion of on 
—of which he prayed God might make them al 
worthy members. 


MODERN SCIENCE. 


ITS TENDENCY TOWARDS MATERIALISM— 
9 SERMON BY DR. MILLER. 
Last evening Dr. A. Miller, of this city, de- 

livered the regular Sunday evening discourse in 

the First M. E. Church, corner of Clark and 

Washington streets, taking for his subject ** The 

Tendencies to Materialism in Modern Science.“ 

The attendance was quite large, and the regular 

choir of the church rendered some excellent 

music during the evening. 

Tho speaker began by saying that this tenden- 
cy referred to would not be denied by those 
who had given any attention to the subject. 
The universal cosmos had been presented with 
such illustrations and expressions as to natural- 
ly lead inquiring minds in thatdirection. Scien- 
tists had not only put nature’s laws in the piace 
of the Creator, but had made a stra nge inter- 
pretation of these laws by represcuting them in 
the light of mechanical contrivances endowed 
with u certain amount of force or energy whieh 
is gradually spending itself in the operation ot 
these laws. After treating the subject in a gen- 
eral way, the Doctor concluded as follows: 

There is no escape from the conclusion that 
the whole universe is under the direct control of 
un omnipotent power. Life not only prociaims 
5 lite auterior; but matter in all its torms gives 

Vidence that some power must have produced 
it, and that it did not originate io iteelf. Again, 
Nature’s navetous chemistry in the transforma- 
tion of matter proves that there is u power some- 
where that conducts the process with wondrous 
skill. Thegght of a locumotive on a railroad, 
dashing through countries, stopping at stations. 
loading and unloading freight and passengers, 
wives no strong evidence of constructive 
power to put these trains in operation than does 
the movement of worlds, and stars, and 
suns. All force proclaims a power beRind and 
above it. The change of force, or its 
discontinuance in any one direction, whether in 
physics or dynamics, docs not necessarily prove 
nu waste ot energies, as some have-stated. It 
only indicates a change or transfer of power in 
which the force depends. The stream of water

The City of Chicago 
as more 1 henna and mechanical power now 
than it had thirty years ago. The old men have 
wasted their energies and are passing away, but 
the young men who are taking tneir place with 
their increasing numbers and skill have in- 
creased the forces of the city, which will be 
transferred to an increase of power in the future. 
We see thesame process of Increasing energy in 
Nature everywhere. The sterile soil, which at 
first supports a very scanty growth of vegcta- 
tion, has its power increased by the annual 
roduction of an increasing crop of grass and 
erbage, and these, failing back in decay and 
apparent death, enrich the soil and increase its 
wer to produce an increase every snecéed- 
um year. It there is an apparent falling 
back in one place there is an evident moving 
forward in another direction. Power is 
transferred to force, and force runs back to 
power, and thus Nature will move on forever. 

Suns and worlds are but drops in the shore- 
less ocean of the Infinit. The reiations of one 
to the other are governed by laws that work out 
the designs of au infinit will. Each part is con- 
nected with one united whole. This view of the 
subject does not come in conflict with the pre- 
dictions of St. Peterin reference to the fiery 
ordeal through which our earth is to passin its 
tinal change from its present condition. When 
this purifying process shall have taken place, 
then this planet may commence & more glorious 
career, with the stains of Pin—this mor cank- 
er of the universe—wiped out forever, and Ho 
whose right it is to reien shall sway His sceptre 
over the new earth, where a purer light shall 
pour its radiance over all these sinless sbores. 
Ihe dark shadow of a Materialistic oe 
that is now seeking to spread the pail 
ot death over the material universe 
is only a forerunner of n reaction 
that must certainiy follow a fruitless effort 
to destroy a belief in the supernatural. All 
things must finally yield to the divine impress, 
and bow with reverence before this supernat- 
ural power. 

Matter is mighty, so is a young horse, 

Chaniping his bits, impauient of all force; 

But when his master grasps the reins, tis then 

He finds that horses must submit to men. 

Suns and worlds do not run like wild steeds in 
the wiiderness to graze on uncertain pastures 
and grow old and die. They run like celestial 
chariots on tramways marked out by an om- 
nipotent hand. If planets are the children of 
the sun, they supply the power through which 
electric streams are thrown back upon this cen- 
tral orb, and tne sun in turn throws back u 
mighty flood of electric ligat upon the planets, 
not in the form of radiant heat, as from a 
tremendous blast-furnace, but materials out 
of /which beat is evolved when they 
come in contact with tbe atmosphere 
of the. planets. This view bridges the ma- 
terialistic conception of a literal fire on the 
surtace of the sun consuming crude matter and 
radiating heat for millions of miles through 
space so cold that ne life known to us couid 
exist in it. It also delivers us from the fearful 
anticipation of a disastrous ending of our solar 
system from a want of fuel to keep up che fire 
on the sun. While the planets roll the sun must 
shine with electrical beams of inconceivabie 


power and splendor, and the planets must con- 


tinue to move and roll, and n this grand inter- 
change of electrical and magnetic forces all will 
remain to prove an cyer present power over all 
material forms. 

Proud science, in its explorations of the physi- 
cal universe, stands dismayed and awe-struck at 
the magnitudes and numbers of celestial bodies, 
and their rapid mouon through space. Beyond 
the border line of that which may be known as 
existing phenomena lies the unknowable. 
Among the that are partially koown 
there are many tbings that science cannot 
account for from a igaterialistic standpoint. 
Newton's law of gravity does nut give a satis- 
factory reason why the planets move with 
different degrees of welovity in eliptic orbits, 
while a line drawn from the centre of the sun 
to the centre of the planets would pass over 
equal space in equal time in a revolution 
around the sun. If the power of attraction in- 
creases with the square of the distance, why do 
planets move out from their peribelion when 
they are millions of miles uearer the centre of 
attraction than they are in the opposit point of 
their orbits? Or why do comets pass billions of 
miles into dark space, and at regular periods 
return and approach the sun nearer than any of 
the planets, when, aceording to Newton's theory, 
the power of attractéog is increased a hundred 
fold? By what power do they pass out into the 
depth of space aguin? These quesuons can only 
be answered by admitting magnetism with 
zravity as a distinct force in the economy of 
nature. Gravity acts uniformly and constantly 
on bodies according to their weight 


specific gravity; white magnetism, is repclant 


or attractive according to electrical conditions. 


These may change with the nature and extent 
ef electrical excitation. A positive condition 
will draw a newative and repel a positive. The 
argument 1 wish to offer from tbese different 
and antagonizing forces, so evenly balanved for 
an especial purpuse, will be to prove that a mere 
cbance movement is out of the question. We 
may account for foree acting in one direction on 


the general principles ot gravitation; but when | 


we fiad forces acting in different directions on 
bodies that move through space with different 
rates of speed in different parts of eliptic orbits, 
performing their revolutions with a mathemat- 
ical accuracy that rivals the best chronometer 
in the worid, we may well pause and ask, Are all 
these complicated movements the work of 
chance? If so, then this chance movement 
might at any time move in a wrong direction 
and run riot through an ~orderly sys- 
tem of worlds. Then suns aad plxnets might 
sink into the dark night of chaosand the light 
of the world go out in an eternal gloom. 

We laugh at the cosmos of the ancients and 
boast of our progress in Knowledge aud new dis- 
coveries in science; put the time is not far dis- 
tant, and some of us will live to see it, when 
many of the present ideas of cosmos will be 
classed among the conjectures of the dark ages. 
Men of more enlizbtened vicws will come to the 
front with such conceptions of an almighty ever 
present power as will forever sweep from the 
minds of thinking and reasoning men the mate- 
rialistic theories that are now a dark blot ou our 
books On solar physics. An omnipotent creative 
power will be vindicated, and the crude ideas we 
get from terrestrial mechanics will be changed 
for the invisible powers moving on material nat- 
ure like the pulsations of one ceutral heart 
whose throb is feit through every part 
of tnis great universe. We may 
turn our eyes and thoughts toward every 
part of this limitiess empire and feel 
that the God whom all celestial hosts adore is 
working there. 

And the breathing beauties of field and flood 
Outspring from the mind of a perfect good, 
And they biend and shine in a perfect whole 
And live from the onc Creative soul.

Ut looks 
out upon the world aglow with life and light, 
though the boundiess domalus. and 
claims to hold in us giant grasp N 
great iron wrench to screw the lid upon 
u coffined universe wheu Nature bas passed 
through the mortal pangs of her final dissotu- 
tion. Buta higher philosophy and luspiration 
point us to an ever-livipg power vuntroiling all 
material forme. 

The most sublime reflections of an intelligent 
being arise from the thougut of our relations to 
an infinit causation. To abide in the courts of 
kings would be considered a great honor to 
muny of earth's dweliers. Bet to dwell in the 
presence of the King of Kings lifts the con- 
scious soul to interminavle prospects for the 
future. While we staud on tbe border line 
where the mystcrious veil hides the dwellers on 
the other side from mortal vision, we may still 
know that God is working bere and now bya 
power that is manifested in the realms of Nat- 
ure’s laws and gracious influences. Without 
this consciousness of a Divine presence our 
Bible is a dead letter, our preaching vain bab- 
lings, our prayers a solemn mockery, and our 
hymns songs of praise an idle amusement. 
But witb an assurance that the invisible power 
that surrounds us ov every side is photograph- 
ing our @haracter in the light of His own pure 
nature, that these uros of our character 
will be exhibited in light of eternity, we 
hu ve inaumerabdle motives to act well our part 
in our sovial, morat,; and religious relations dur- 
ing our brief stay in thé present lifo.

Throughout all the morning hours, as in fact 
througbout the entire day and — whep- 
ever an interval between the multiplicity o 
services presented itself, songs of praise as- 
cended from the various tents and cottages 
that dotted the grounds in all directions. 

The Rev. Thomas Harrison was, of course, the 
great attraction of the day, and his morning 
sermon was listened to by a congregation that 
the Tabernacle would not contain. He begau 
hie address with the remark that there were 
60,000 promises in the Bibie, but there was one 
that had comforted more despondent hearts, 
had brought back more wanderers, and bad 
made a pillow for more dying souls, than any 
other. e of the sweetest verses recorded, and 
might God lend His power to the presentation of 
this promise, was found in Jon, vi., 37. The 
aqapnouncement was worked in halt a dozen ti 
before the sermon began, for be wanted them to 
get the text in their minds if nothing more. 
The biessed promise referred to was this: He 
that cometh to Me Iwill in no wise cast out.” 
He wanted to have a religion ot certainty, and 
not feel saved one day and unsaved another. 
There was certainty that Christ would be on 
hand in every truuble, and there was no i- 
bility of refusal. There were too many church 
members who gotupinthe morning and said: 
“Oh, Lord, I thank Thee that I am not dead. 
Amen. 1 must hurry down to breakfast.” 
What was wanted wus to cultivate an intimate 
acquaintance with God. He was lad there 
was no “perhaps” in the promise of the 
text, but that it was full of Pauline, Methodistic 
certainty. The word “come” was found 700 
times in the Bible; it was the most familiar 
word in all Scripture. It was Able to be 
sanctitied and at the same time have many in- 
tirmities. But the word “come” was none the 
less emphatic, and the burdened soul was urged 
tocome. it was notan invitation toa funeral, 
either, but toa 4 marriuge supper of 
the Lamb. God told His peopic toserve Him with 
gladness. Many said they would like to have 
this joy, but they didn’t know how to come. 
They felt they had an eternal future betore 
them, but they had no feeling of conviction, or 
the Holy Spirit did not come to their hearts. 
The Bible said a portion of the spirit was given 
toevery mau. There were lots of people who 
had taken the first two steps in the Caristian 
life, accepting God's word as truth, and knowing 
the truth, but would not lay hold of it. The 
speaker believed in free grace,—plienty of it, 
and a bonus. He loved the Presbyterians, 
Baptists, and Episcopalians, but he loved the 
Methodist Church best. But he did not come to 
tell this vast audience to join the Methodist 
Church. He wanted them to give their hearts 
to God, and join whatever church they pleased, 
If there was anytbing that prevented their 
coming, God grant to remove every difficulty. 
He wanted them to meet the conditions and 
come to God. 

The preacher closed his sermon with an ear- 
nest appeal for sinners to come forward and 
buw betore the Lurd. Some sixty persons re- 
sponded to the call and were made the subjects 
ot prayer. There was no marked excitement, 
though many of the seekers as well as other 
members of the congregation on the back 
benches were sobbing. The prayers were brief 
but fervent, and entirely lacking in demonstra- 
tions of exuberant feeling. 

Upon the arrival of the noon hour there were 
between 4,000 and 5,000 persons on the grounds, 
of whom a couple of thousand were packed in 
and immediately around the tabernacie, and the 
remalnder were distributed throughout the 
shady grove. Upon the dismissal of the morn- 
ing service the throng made itself as comfort- 
able as the limited accommodations afforded, 
either making a grand rush for the lunch-coun- 
ter and boarding-stand or forming dinner par- 
ties beneath the graceful elms and spreading 
oaks. Not less than 500 teams were bitched 
throughout the surrounding woods fur a 
radius of a quarter of 1 mile. 
The tramping of thousands of feet played hob 
with the green sward throughout the grove, and 
before night the clouds of dust were fiying from 
numberless bare patches of turf. The atmos- 
here was dclightful, the mercury standing at 
75 in the sbade,and the natural beauties of the 
day were greatly enjoyed by the multitude. In 
the afternoon a children’s meeting was held at 
1:30 o'clock, and a meeting of the Chicago pray- 
ing band at 4 The Rev. G. R. Van Horne 

reached at 2 o'clock to a congregation quite as 
arge as atthe morning service. This was fol- 
luwed by a praise-mecting, but no invitation 
was given for sinners to come to the front, that 
being reserved for the evening service. 
Inthe evening Mr. Harrison preached to an 
immense congregation on Eternity.“ and suc- 
ceeded in presenting thissolemn subject in a 
manner that stirred bis hearers to the very 
depths. His text was, Thou art not far from 
the Kingdoin of God.“ 

As is the style of the preacher, many affecting 
incidents were used as illustrations. Through- 
out the vast congregation hundreds of people 
were upparentiv wrestling with the awful ques- 
tion, aud many completely gave themgelves up 
to the solemnity of their feblings and were al- 
most overcome with the soul struggie that was 
going on within. Mr. Harrison had predicted 
the night before that there would be a hundred 
persous at the mourners’ bench, and this num- 
ber was reached that night, but Saturday night's 
demonstration was far exceeded by those of last 
night, when nearly A0 seekers were bowing at 
the ultar. The cries of the sin-sick sinner, the 
fervent prayers of the workers, and the spirited 
singing all made a scene of tumultuous emo- 
tion. ut the tumult and excitement was en- 
joyed by the brethren, who felt that souls were 
being saved from eternal ruin. 

The famous boy- preacher is apparently about 
28 years of age, short of stature, and slight of 
build, but with a bright gray eye and a face il- 
luminated by a smile. He claims to de supreme- 
ly happy, and his appearancc seems to establish 
the cia:m. He says that the Church is full of 
Christians whe do not enjoy their omy and 
he is sorry for tbose iong-faced ‘lievers 
who act it their religion didn't 
agree w them, for they ought to 
be the .huppiest people in the world. 
As he walks up to the platform in his black 
tlannel suit de husu't the slightest clerical appear- 
ance, but would be taken fur one of the iaity. 
He throws down a stylish stgaw hat and proceeds 
at once to the business in hand. He anaounces 
a hymn from his own collection, and though not 
a familiar one, is quickly mastered by the choir 
of tweuty-five voices, and, led by organ and cor- 
net, is readily picked up by the large congrega- 
tion. He kneels in prayer and pours out his soul 
in supplication for a great biessing upon the 
needy multitude. As he proceeds he waxes ex- 
ceedingly fervent. and nervously rises to his 
feet and nen bows ugain, repeating this move- 
ment over and over ugain as be bears che sinner 
to the mercy seat and brings before him the aw- 
ful reality of death and eternity. and the pro- 
vision made for salvation. At his request an- 
other hymn was sung, during which the evan- 
gelist paced up and down the platform with the 
same degree of restlespess that characterizes 
u caged lion, but with the exception that he 
seemed to enjoy the narrqw contines of the plat- 
form. and had no desire to escape trom its 
restraint. Harrison is a perfeet windmill in his 
gesticulation, and as the singing goes on he 
usually beats time and keeps the singers right 
upto the movement. His gestures are not 
studied, but ate governed by the impulse of the 
moment. Occasionally he becomes so earnest 
that he steps down among the people, shaking 
his fist in their faces for a moment, and then 
resuming his restless platform walk. Now and 
then he reveals bis tntense feeling by harrowing 
his closely-cropped brown hair with his Unger 
tips, and as bis zeal and his blood become 
warmer, be pulls his coat-sleeves up to 
the ecibow. He says people complain that he 
makes them nervous; it isnt he, but their sins 
that ure tindimng them out. He bolloves that the 
Holy Spirit uses him as the instrument to work 
on the consciences of the people. His voice is 
penctrating, but, owing to the strain necessary 
to be heard by a couple of thousand heurers in 
the open air, is at times busky, but always dis- 
tinct. It woutd seem that nothing but a me- 
tatlic larynx would vet the requirements 


as 


Which the bov-evangelist makes of his voice. 


Outside of the meeting, Mr. Harrison is a genial, 
leasant gentieman, entirely dropping hia rest- 
esu of maimer. Asis vatural, his conversa- 

tion usually turns upon religious themes, what- 

ever the topic, and he seldom falls to got in a 

word of spiritual inquiry.

SUNDAY LABOR. 


A PLEA FOR THE OBSERVANCE OF THE 
SABBATH. 

Engineer George Kliber addressed the rallway- 
men's meeting at the corner of Kinzie and Canal 
streets yesterday on The Sunday Labor Ques- 
uon.“ The subject, he said, is not what day 
they should worship,—the Jews observed what is 
now called the seventh day,—but rather in what 
way they shall hailow and keep it that they may 
receive a blessing. The Lord, as told in Genesis. 
bad set apart a day that He might rest from all 
His work, and had sanctified. that day. Then 
why should not they of the. present observe a 
day of ref if they would keep God's ordinance? 
Erodus xX., 8 toll, showed t the Lord had 
ordained, that there should a day of rest in 
u past, and expected the people would keep 
it. *Kemember the Sabbath day and keep it 
holy. Six days shait thou labor und do all thy 
work.” The fcommand was given again that 
they should rest on the seventn Sday in earing- 
time and in barvest. Now men think they must 
work on the Sabbath to live, Itis because they 
have not faith. Would not God give them meat, 
and an abundance, if they lived up to the law, 
and hus He not the same power to sweep every- 
thing away as a cousequence of transgression, as 
was done in the past through the agency of 
famine, storms, ang pestilence? 

lu Leviticus, xx vf, the blessings given those 
who kept the Lord’s Sabbath and reverenced His 
sanctuary were named: “‘Tnen Iwill give you 
rain in due scason, and the land shall yield ber 
increasc, and the trees of the ficid shall yield 


their fruit.“ These were the rewards for obey-~ 


ing the Maker. The Piigrimsg on account of 
their trust in God, were blessed by Him. He 
made the winds favor them,on their 
voyage, and protected them in a new 
and strange land. because they kept 
His ordinances. Their hearts were with Him 
and He blessed them. ‘The man who observed 
God's laws was rewarded, but one who does not 
is away trom Him. The speaker had not come 
to condemn railroads for running trains on Sun- 
day, or men for doing the work. If they were 
given the day and did not koep it, they were 
223238 it. Many working men who had the 

abbath to themselves spent the time in break- 
ing God's law. It was right to run a train Sun- 
day to beip a sick man, and to drive cattic away 
from danger. In these cases work was a neces- 
sity, but to use the Sabbath for the purpose of 
making mouey was wrong. Once road com- 
panies did not run their trains and work 
their men on the Lord's : yet 
they were satisfied; but now t 
corporadons had growa wealthy their thirst for 
riches seemed unquenchable, and they used the 
day for the money that could be made out of it. 
They could work six days, ahd close on Sunday 
the same as the merchants do, but the railroid 
corporations deciare working on that dayis a 
necessity if they would mect the demands of 
their customers. If they would unite and labor: 
to secure this day of rost it could be given. 

Are not the storms andthe burricanes God's 
warning now asin the days of old? At the last 
election God gave the people the man they 
wanted at the helm, and it is not on account of 
the President that he is brought so near death, 
but owing to the wickedness oi the Nation. 
The warning was given in Jeremiah, “Thus 
saith the Lord: Take heed to yourselves, and 
bear no burden on the Sabbath day, nor bring it 
in by the gates ot Jerusalem“. and in Isaiah, 
“Keep ye judgment, and do justice.”’ The 
speaker read other passages from the Oid Testa- 
ment relating tothe keeping of the Sabbath, 
which, he explained,®howed that God had power 
to keep men from laboring on Hlis day, which 
was common to all nations of the present as well 
as the past. | 

Extracts from Matthew, v., and First Corin- 
thians, x., were read toshow that the law and 
the prophets under the old dispensation were 
not destroyed by the teachings of Christ. The 
speaker thought there had been no time when 
unbelief was so great as it is now. Satan seemed 
to have been let loose. If the churches believed 
as in bygone days they would not so empty 
as they are at present. They seemed to be look- 
ing out for how much they could gain, instead 
of giving up ali and doing as Moses did 
when he joined the Israelites in the wilderness. 
The speaker said that he had never seen a time 
when men preached more for money than now. 
They would leave one flock for auotber if it of- 
fered more salary. The evangelists now going 
forth are not of this class of wise men, but they 
come from the middie and lower walks. God is 
takins the same stand now as ot old in confusing 
the wise. 

The United States is far ahead of the land of 
Caanan, yet if the people did not cease to 1 
lute the Sabbath God would punish them as He 
did the vid nation. People fo od and be- 
came drunkards; they discredited the Old Test- 
ament, and iniideity was imported from Eu- 
rope. He asked if God bad not given the coun- 
try power to force these foreigners to observe 
the Sabbath? , 

Mr. Cook, Secretary of the Railway Men's As- 
sociation, remarked that men had become lovers 
of pleasure rather than lovers ort God. He al- 
luded to the various ways in which the Sabbath 
was broken in the city, and closed with au im- 
passioned plea for keeping holy the Sabbath 

uy.
